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Enclosed is a report by Dr. Paul F. Langer, noted scholar 
on Japanese political affairs, about Dr. Kaoru YASUI, Lenin Peace 
Prize winner and leader of the Japanese Council Against A- and 
H- Bombs (Gensuikyo ). The occasion for the report was a meeting 
between Yasui and Langer on November 19, 1963, while Yasui was 
on a speaking" tour of the United States, Langer' s study provides 
not only an outline of Yasui's "message" in the United States, and 
an accurate analysis of the Japanese background against which 
Yasui's line was formulated, but also an excellent character study 
of Yasui himself. 

In the report, three things are made particularly clear about 
Yasui: (1) whatever his formal affiliations, he is an admitted, ' 
active Marxist; (2) he is a highly-intelligent, glib, and effective 
proponent of the Communist "peace" line; and (3) personally, he is 
a very shifty, slippery fellow. Having, since the war, already made 
the transition from Japanese ultraaationalism to international 
Communism, he is now dancing a nimble jig on the tightwire between 
Moscow and Peking.
